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New Snakebite
Cure Described

Snakebite s one of the few
serious hazards that individuals
may encounter while vacationing
in Los Angeles County, Statistics
reveal that these incidents are
relatively uncommon in ocelir-
rence but snakebite is a serious
thing and the victim derives
little comfort from statistics.

Now, however, unpleasant as
the bite may be, a new method
in first aid treatment apparently
lessens both the danger and the
physical discomfort that general-
ly follows the bite of any venom-
ous snake.

This new treatment, which
may replace the cut and suction
method used for many years, is
known as the L-C method (liga-
ture and ecryotherapy). This
simply means the use of a con-
stricting band and the therapeu-
tie application of cold.

The method was devised by
Dr. Herbert L. Stahnke, an Ari-
zona scientist who reported his
work in last year's January is-
sue of the American Journal of
Tropical Medicine and Hygiene.
The procedure has revolutionized
the treatment of venomous bites
and stings in Arizona and is now
widely used and recommended by
health officals and medical prac-
titioners throughout that region.

Assuming the bite is on the
hand, foot or leg, a constricting
bhand is placed a short distance
above the puncture wound im-
mediately after the bite occurs.
